This bis Majeſty leaves to the Spariſh 
cruelries in the 7rdies, and to their Inquifition at home, And as for 
the Apoſtles, 'ris true they did not propagate the Goſpel by force, 
[ though miſchiefenough befell choſe at whomrhey ſhook off rhe duft 
of their feer }-bur yer they did govern eſtabliſhed Churches by
